Tue Opera of Elena Uberti will be played for the last time this 
evening. Bubbles of the Day, and Comus, were repeated at this The- 
atre last night. 

The Quartett Concerts.—The second of these delightful entertain- 
ments was given last night at the Hanover-square Rooms to a numerous 
and well-pleased audience. Messrs. Blagrove, Gattie, Dando, and Lucas, 
have played so long and so often together, and individually and collec- 
tively they possess so much skill on their instruments, that their united 
performance in quartetts is to be regarded in the light of artist-like per- 
fection. The selections for the evening wereSpohr’s quartett in G major, 
Beethoven's quartett in D major, Mozart’s strikingly beautiful quintett 
in C major, wherein Mr. W. Blagrove played the viola seconda, and one 
of the movements of which were encored, and finally a new sestett for 
pianoforte, flute, clarionet, horn, bassoon, and double bass. The perfor- 
mers in the last named work were Mr. Howell, on the controbasso, Mr. 
Carte on the flute, Messieurs Boose and Larkin on the clarionet and bas- 
soon, Mr. Jarrett on the horn, and Mr. Muhlenfeldt on the pianoforte. 
The composition is by Onslow, a name well known to all quartett and 
quintett players, and it abounds in an almost endless variety of rich and 
} fanciful passages, replete with beauty of imagination and fertility of 
thought, and supported by every subtlety of intricate and ingenious 
| harmonization. The new pianoforte player, a gentleman who had not pre- 











viously performed in public in London, is an artist of very great ability. 
His execution is brilliant, and his touch vigorous and firm, and if he par- 
ticularly lacks any thing, it is expression. We shall be happy to hear him 
soon again, and if we find this opinion of ours ill-founded,we shall be very 
glad to say so. As a whole, the performance of thesestett was one of the 
| greatest instrumental treats we have had for some time. The vocalists 
were Miss Kemble and Miss Rainforth, both of whom sang some music 
entirely newto us. In “The Sleeper,” a ballad by Benedict, and one of 
the most touching and exquisite melodies ever composed, Miss Rainforth 
proved that continual contact with such a singer as her fair coadjutor at 
Covent Garden is vastly improving, for certainly never did she sing so 
sweetly and perfectly before. The ballad was encored. We did not like 
the vocal part of a duet by Kreutzer, which was executed by both ladies, 
but the accompaniment was well worthy of the celebrated composer of 
Lodoiska. Miss Kemble was encored in both her solos in the second 
part. The first of these was a song by Mendelssohn, entitled “ Friihling’s 
Lied,” and a most beautiful song it was; and the other a romance, by 
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THE THEATRICAL OBSERVER. 


Meyerbeer (“ Le Poéte Mourant”) was a delicious specimen of pathos 
and expression, as well sung as it was possible tobe. The style of com- 
position, in botli instances, is so totally different irom that of the modern 
Italian Opera, that we were not prepared to expect the perfection 
of execution in the one that Miss Kemble has manifested in the other, 
We were, however, most agreeably disappointed, for that lady’s per- 
formance of the airs in question was of akind to convince every musician 
that Nature has gifted her with the versatility which belongs alone to the 
favoured children of Genius. M. Benedict was the conductor on this o¢- 
casion.
